He  simply 
left  His  disciples  the  ideal  that 
men  should  strive  te  be  perfect  es 
our  Heavenly  Father  is  perfect 
and  that  we  should  pray  for  the 
will  of  God  to  be  done  on  earth 
as  it  is  in  heaven. 

The  ideal  for  a  person  is  Christ- 
Hkeness,  and  the  goal  for  society 
is  the  Kingdom  of  God  among  all 
men  The  process  seems  to  be 
therefore,  a  -new  beginning  and  a 
steady  growth  in  the  knowledge] 
and  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

The  above  figures  reveal,  in  no 
uncertain  terms  that  the  rank  and 
file  of  Mississippi  Baptists  waut 
to  increasingly  depend  more  and 
more  on  the  Cooperative  Program 
as  our  life-line  dnd  bulwark  of  all 
mission  giving. 

All  the  above  leads  us  to  quick¬ 
ly  say  that  special  appeals  and 
designations  tend  to  impede  the 
progress  of  the  life  line.
